This decision was reached at a mass 
meeting held in Germania hall late in the 
afternoon. 
It was not the result of sp ontane­ 
ous action on the p art of the strikers, but it 
had to bo forced up on them by Delegates 
Barry and Butler, who were acting under 
instructions from the general executive com 
mittoe of the Knight* of Lai » or, 
Barry called the meeting only after he had 
consulted with the local leaders of the s-trik- 
*•1*8 and had thoroughly instructed them in 
this p olicy 
Hence, when the men attended 
the meeting it was the business of the leaders 
to convince them that thtir interests would 
b»* best .'iibserved by returning to work on 
the basis of ten hours a day .

The 
various seminaries coul« l easily care for twice 
as many student as they had at p resent. 
Th y ware all rep orted in a flourishing con­ 
dition. 
The feature of the s<*s-uon was the remarks 
of Professor Egbert Smy th, of Andover The- 
«» logical seminary , who made an exp lanation 
of the teachings of the college on the subject 
of p robation after death. He said the faculty 
<jf Andover seminary taught that there was 
u « hllVreneo between doctrine and dogma. 
The former was o necessary article of faith; 
the latter wa» the work of the theologian or 
a council of the church, and may be true or 
untrue. 
The p up ils were taught as near as

»«I man, but the p ure truth of Jesus Christ. 
Regarding the p robation for the heathen the 
«■«»liege did not make a hobby of it.

ing ir.. 
No atUunp t was nauJe to p ush this 
op inion to the front. 
“ I do not deny ,” said 
the p rofessor, “that we attach imp ortance to 
« an •p inions, but those of us at Andover who

a * *« io not hold it, will admit that there is 
i.->consistency in attaching imp ortance to 
« ¡r (« p inions, nor in say ing that, though it is 
not n:i article «»f faith, it is of value, and in

They reacted Sabine Paas early Sunday 
morning and found about 100 persons still 
living there, reluctant to leave the site of 
their former homes. They are occupy ing the 
few houses that withstood the storm. One- 
half the food and clothing taken out by the 
committee was distributed among those suf­ 
ferers, who were in great need of every thing. 
The remainder was sent up to J ohnson's 
Bay ou by the barge Topsy , as the tide and 
the channel would not permit of the Estelle 
going up the river. 
The committee are unanimous in the state­ 
ments regaining they absolute destitution of 
the survivors. They say the never saw such 
suffering for the common necessities of life 
as ex ists at Sabine Pass and J ohnson’s Bay ou. 
The committee ascertained that the total 
number of persons who lost their lives was 
102. Of these six ty -four were colored and 
thirty -eight were white. 
Only six ty -one 
bodies have thus far been recovered and 
buried.

HIS VESTED INTERESTS. 


Na tiona l Contention of Liqnor Dea ler*' 
a t Chica go—An 
Overture to Prohi­ 
bitionist# —Henry George to Abra m S.

Chica go, Oct 19.— Pursua nt to a ca ll is­ 
sued some time a go for a na tiona l convention, 
to be held in this city, urging the necessity of 
ta king some united a ction a ga inst the prohi­ 
bition movement, which ca ll wa s signed by 
a la rge number of distillers, brewers, a nd 
liquor dea lers in different sta tes, the Ma dison 
Street thea tre wa s the scene Monda y a t noon 
of the ga thering Of the a nti-prohibition, peo­ 
ple. There wa s a sca nt a ttenda nce a t first, 
but delega tes dropped in gra dua lly, a nd by 1 
o'clock there wa s quite a respecta ble ga ther­ 
ing. 
The object of the meeting, a s sta ted by 
one of the delega tes, wa s to unite the liqnor 
men so that the wholo vote in the United 
States and 
in ea ch sta te could be thrown 
against any 
obnoxious ca ndida te for office. 
F. F. Pratt, of Louisv ille, was made tem­ 
porary chairman, and in his speech said the 
pun>ose of the meeting was to rid the trade 
of its parasites—get rid of the rats without 
burning the barn. 
The objoct was to make 
the business respectable and fight the attem pt 
now being made to confiscate a business that 
had contributed millions to the support of 
the Union. 
After the appointment of com­ 
mittees on credentials and organization the 
conv ention took recess. Delegates are present 
from Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Iowa, Mary­ 
land, Wisconsin, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Michigan, New York, Ohio, Pennsylv ania, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Tennessee, Virginia, 
Minnesota. 
Prominent among the delegates were Messrs. 
H. B. Miller, president of the W estern Ex­ 
porters’ association; J. Freiberg, A. Freiberg, 
and Lev i Brothers, of Cincinnati; Chapin & 
Gore, Charles Deimehy, Enright & Keliy, of 
Chicago; Messrs. Chamberlain, Michigan; 
Seliger, Kentucky; Senior, Ohio; W. Bergeu- 
thal, Wisconsin; Berns, 
Minnesota; Fitz­ 
gerald, New York; Walker, Illinois; Chapin, 
Massachusetts, and Frank Theyer, Kentucky. 
Upon reassembling, metal badges bearing 
the inscription “ N. A. P. (national Anti-Pro­ 
hibition) Conv ention, 1880,” were distributed 
among a he delegates. 
Henry C. Pike, of 
New York, urged that the committee on per­ 
manent organization should secure the serv ­ 
ices of a div ind to bless the gathering. More 
routine business was transacted and the con­ 
v ention adjourned until 4:30. 
The afternoon session showed a considera­ 
ble increase in the attendance, nearly 400 
delegates being present. 
The committee on 
permanent organization reported the name 
of John M. 
Atherton, of Kentucky, for 
president, and the following v ice presidents; 
F. W. Cook, Indiana; N. J. Smith, Virginia; 
John W. Enright, Illinois; N. Chapin, Mas­ 
sachusetts; P. J. Fitzgerald, New York; P. 
H. Iiiee. Illinois. # This was intended as giv - 
jig recognition to all branches of the trade, 
out at the instance of the conv ention, C. J. 
Lenck, of Ohio, was added as a representa­ 
tiv e of the nativ e wine interest, and J. W. 
Pringle, of New York, in behalf of the im- 
ported wine trade. 
Chairman Atherton, on being escorted to 
the chair, made a ringing speech. 
Ho said 
that the mov ement was imperativ ely de­ 
manded by the necessities of the hour. 
The 
liquor interest was being attacked in ev ery 
quarter of the United States by organiza­ 
tions of the best intentions, and composed of 
good people, but whose determination was to 
ultimately destroy the business and to confis­ 
cate the propery inv ested under the laws of 
the country. 
That business, howev er, was as 
legitimate as necessary, and could be made 
as honorable as any business in this or any 
other country. 
It was true that grav o re­ 
sponsibilities rested 
upon those connected 
with the liquor traffic, but they were fully 
competent to meet them. The sacred right of 
suffrage itself was a cesspool of iniquity; 
yet that grand right 
could not in consequence 
be abridged, much less a bolished. 
Why 
then should not the 
liquor business 
be re­ 
formed rather than a bolished! The mistake 
which the Prohibitionists ha d ma de was in 
not joining hands 
with the liquor trade in 
eradicating the existing evils. 
The spea ker 
dwelt upon the loss to the country in va rious 
ways which would follow the a bolition of 
the traffic, a nd urged the tempera nce ele­ 
ment to eliminate the evils and then let the 
business 
alone. 
This policy 
might 
in 
time 
effect 
not 
only 
a 
puri- 
faction of that 
business, but 
of 
the 
people who abuse it 
Mea nwhile the tra de 
would take its stand upon the constitutiona l 
doctrine of free 
a gency a nd individua l 
ac­ 
countability which rested at the very bottom 
of the republic. 
But while they would work 
hand in hand 
for the promotion of every 
mov ement ca lcula ted to benefit the United 
States a nd |ts people« it ha d become their 
duly, a t last, to* sta nd shoulder to shoulder 
in arresting the 
a tta ck ma de upon them a s 
in­ 
div iduals and upon their tra de. The address 
was loudly a ppla uded, a nd a t its conclusion 
the convention ga ve ringing cheers. 
The 
roll of states wa s ca lled for the a ppointment 
of a committee on pla tform and resolutions, 
and when the 
committee wa s a nnounced 
Max Setliger, of Kentucky, thought th at it 
.was ov erloaded with brewers, a nd Schraeder, 
of Chicago, wanted recognition 
for the im­ 
porting interest, but the conv ention a lmost 
unanimously 
decla red the committee satis­ 
factory. 
A committee wa s also appointed to 
draft a scheme for a permanent organization 
of the traiie, and at C o’clock an adjournment 
was taken for the day. 


BLAINE AT HARRISBURG. 


E verybody W a nts to See M a ine’s Fa vor­ 
ite Son. 
H a rrisb u rg, Pa., O ct 19 .—The reception 
giv en James G. Blaine Monday riight was 
one of the largest and most enthusiastic ev er 
accorded a single indiv idual in this city. The 
v arious railroads centering here ran excur­ 
sion trains, bringing in thousands of v isitors 
from the surrounding counties, and the coun­ 
trymen from rural districts arriv ed by v e­ 
hicle and horseback in squads, curious to 
catch a glimpse of Maine’s great politician. 
People, regardless of political faith, were to 
be seen on the thoroughfares, and the streets 
on the route of the procession were one dense 
mass of mov ing, surging humanity. 
The 
special train bearing the plumed knight ar­ 
riv ed at Steeltoa at 5 o’clock,, where Senator

GEORGE CHALLENGES HEWIT T . 


B e Replies to Hewitt's Letter of Accept­ 
a nce a nd Denies Certa in Sta tements. 
New York, Oct 19.—Henry George ha s 
written Abra m S. Hewitt expressing surprise 
tha t In his letter Accepting the Democratic 
nomina tion for ma yor, Mr. Hewitt ma de no 


reference to the evils of our politica l system, 
but a ssigned a s the sole rea son for a ccepta nce 
a desire to defea t the movement which pul 
Mr. George into the field a s a ca ndida te. 
This movement Mr. Hewitt denounced a s t 
cla ss movement 
Mr. George points oul 
tha t he is a poor ma n, a nd the ca ndida te oi 
poor men, without the usua l a id of a corrup­ 
tion fund, a nd tha t a ll his constituents seek if 
to put into a ctua l opera tion the principle of 
popula r suffra ge, which ha s hitherto been 
merely a high-sounding phra se. 
Mr. George quotes from his platform to re* 
fute the idea tha t he does not recognize prop­ 
erty rights. 
He then denies that the mov e­ 
ment which 
he represents is one of a class 
against other classes. 
All classes of men whc 
earn their liv ing are engaged in it, whereas, 
he says, the men who tendered Mr. Hewitt 
his nomination were with one exception pro­ 
fessional politicians, many of them disreputa 
ble men. 
Mr. George declares, therefore, 
that if his is a class mov ement it is a mov e­ 
m ent of the “masses against the classes," ant] 
challenges Mr. Hewitt to joint debate during 
the canv ass.

Rev. Dr. Ea ga n, of New York, presented a 
resolution to be referred to the joint commit­ 
tee on liturgica l revision requesting tha t the / 
joint committee consider the expediency of 
a mending the title pa ge of the pra yer-book 
so a s to rea d, ’’The Kites a nd Ceremonies of 
the Church in tbs United Sta tes of Amer­ 
ica .w 
There wa s a long discussion of the specia l 
order of the da y, the fea sibility of esta blish­ 
ing a court of a ppea ls. 
The discussion wa s 
opened by Mr. C. 8. Pa tterson, of Pennsyl­ 
va nia , who ma inta ined tha t the clergymen 
were bound by the present judicia l system to 
a bide by the results of a diocesa n tria l, no 
ma tter how a bsurd its ruling might be or 
how unfa irly the evidence ha d been weighed. 
He thought it wa s the duty of the whole 
church to remove the immora l system now 
preva iling, a nd fix upon some uniform code of 
la ws. 
Dea n Hoffma n sa id nothing could be much 
worse tha n the present 
judicia l system. 
There wa s not one diocese in the country 
which provided for a n a ppella te court, a nd 
there wa s no recourse to the civ il courts ii 
the diocesa n ca nons were complied with. 
Rev . J. J. Vauix, of Arkansas; Judge Ed­ 
mund Bennett, of Massachusetts, and Hoa. 
Stephen P. Nast, of- New York, argued in 
fav or of an appellate court. 
The discus fion 
was continued throughout the day w ithout 
action.

WHAT MAY BE SEEN IN THE PAINT 
ROOM OF A THEATRE. 


G rea t A dva nce Made In Scene P a in tin g 
in the P a st Ten Year*—Not a D rop of 
Oil Used—“ T a king Up a Scene 
New 
Idea s to tlie Front 


“Can I tell you anything new about scenic 
artist* and scene painting?1' echoed a promi­ 
nent member of that most im portant and 
essential order of persons whose work is so 
necessary to the success of any theatrical pro­ 
duction, in response to a question put to him 
by a reporter. 
The scene, the {» aint nmm of 
a popular theatre. 
The artist was busily en­ 
gaged in painting a handsome stained glass 
transom in a draw ing room set to l>e used in 
the play to be presented shortly. 
“Well,” continued the artist as he deftly ap 
plied the necessary colors, “you k now there’s 
on old saying that there’s nothing new under 
the sun, but perhaps I may be able to give 
you something that hasn’t become a ‘chest­ 
nut.’ A great advance has lieen made in the 
a rt of scene painting in the ¡mst ten years. 
Ten years ago the people took scenic artists 
for ordinary house painters, and our work 
was not look ed upon as an art, but now it is 
regarded in that light, and a rt critics are tak ­ 
ing an interest in our efforts. 
The young 
artists of the present timo don’t tK*lievo in the 
conventional ideas of the old artists of a dozen 
years ago. 
All the young men who were 
brought up by the old heals got their inspira­ 
tion from them , and then improved upon 
their methods. 
Some people think that scenic artists are 
very ordinary individuals who k now nothing 
about artistic work . 
This is an erroneous 
impression, as the m ajority of us are as ac­ 
complished as the best class of oil or water 
color {« unters. 
Of course there are all grades 
of scenic artists, ranging from the true artist 
who tak es pride in w hat he does down to 
those who apply their brushes in a loose and 
haphazard m anner, without regard to finish 
or attractiveness. 
DETAILS or SCENE PAINTING. 
“Ten years ago the scenic painters depended 
upon pure colors for effect, but now they 
paint the scene and depend upon the value of 
the tints, the same as a landsoajie or marine 
artist. If the newsjMipers, instead of saying 
that the managem ent of a theatre deserved 
credit for the m anner in which a piece was 
mounted, would criticise the scenery, the a rt­ 
ist would feel that there was something to 
to work for and apply himself more earnestly 
and carefully to his task . 
Many people who 
are not fam iliar with the details of scene 
painting imagine that the work is done in oil. 
Not a drop of oil is used, as, in the lii*st place, 
it would be too expensive. 
Then, again, it 
would be in greater danger from fire, and the 
scenes would be so difficult to handle. 
The 
only m aterials used by the artist are glue, 
w ater, alum, soap and the colors, the latter of 
which are of good quality. 
“The canvas to be painted is suspended by 
ropes, and can l>e raised or lowered so that 
any portion of it will bo handy for the artist 
to apply the colors. 
The palette consists of a 
solidly built table about six or eight feet long, 
of ordinary height, and mounted on rollers, 
so that it can bo moved to any part of the 
painter's ‘bridge’ most convenient to the 
artist. 
The top of the table is filled with 
good-sized tin plates, which 
contain 
the 
necessary colors. In the center is a plate used 
for mixing up the required tints. 
The artist 
work s rapidly, and produces strik ing and 
handsome effect» with a few quick strok es of 
bis brush. Close at hand, or in the daylight, 
the scenes present a coarse appearance, but 
when in use on tho stage the brilliant light 
thrown upon them produces a softening and 
smooth effect.” 
“ FAKING UP A SCENE.” 
“A great deal of what is k nown as “fak ing 
up a scene” is indulged in, especially where 
no intricate or elaborate scenery is required, 
and when the m anager does not wish to go 
to any unnecessary expense. 
For instance, 
the back scene of a parlor set with folding 
doors may be in use one week , and the next 
it will bo turned around and {minted on tho 
back to represent au archway or an entrance 
to a prison. 
N early all t he ordinary scenery 
used in a theatre is painted on the front 
and back , and is thus made to do double ser­ 
vice. 
A week or two before the opening of a play 
the scenic artist of a theatre receives what is 
k nown as the scene plots~-miniature facsim ­ 
iles of the scenery required for the play—so 
that he may k now just what is desir .1 of him, 
and lie at once goes ahead with his work , in 
order to have everything in readiness for the 
first night of the production. 
In cases of 
elaborate* or spectacular productions ho fre­ 
quently has several months given him in 
which to do himself and the production full 
justice. 
The single item of scenery alone is 
quite an expense to a theatre, and at first class 
houses playing combinations run up into 
thousands of dollars in a year.*—Chicago 
Journal. 


Tho F ea th er R iver T unnel. 
The great tunnel constructed for the pur­ 
pose of turning Feather river, in California, 
so as to get the gold supposed to be deposited 
in its bed has proved to lie a failure. 
It is too 
small to conduct the stream. 
A large force 
of men was employed for several years cut­ 
ting the tunnel through a mountain, the en­ 
terprising company expending $1,500,000 in 
the undertak ing.

These germs have 
been transm itted to calves and other animals, 
which have thereupon showed the symptoms 
of scarlet fever. 
This disease is so deadly an 
enemy of the human race that now we have 
discovered its origin every effort will be 
made to put an end to its depredations.
